The result 
is that the thickness of the film 
varier arc-ally, dcspit ciU unbeliev- 
able thinness.

The result is a shado wphotu- 
graph of X:ray type, where th" 
shadows are light or dark, exactly 
like the patterns of hills and v,d- 
leys in the mask. The photograph 
therefore is a perfect picture of 
the fucc of tp loehsilh cdm, tedca- 
the face of the polished metal, de- 
spite the fact that the electron eye 
;icver saw this face. 


By this system the electron mi-
